1. Pursuant to par. 1 £ (3), above reference, this memorandum will transfer 
to your office certain incomplete studies which the Security Branch is currently 
making. The studies transferred fall into three groups: 

a. Contact Security Policy studies referred to OCD by ICAPS. Bariy 
this year, ICAPS sent to OCD a series of memorandums, naming the contact clearing 
authorities for certain federal agencies, 'and requesting that the necessary 
policies be established to regulate, or where appropriate prevent, the i low oi 
classified information between C1G and the agencies named. Pull details nave 
been furnished the former Security Branch as follows:

b. By routing slip of 16 April, the Executive Director directed tn&t a 
security policy should be developed relating to the release of intelligence 
material to members of Congress. Security Study No. 13, dated 17 April, re ^ferrea 

the problem to the Security Branch, which is still working it out with Mr. Piorzheime. 

c. As a result of the first 1CAPS inspection, instructions were issued 
that the Security Branch of OCD should investigate the feasibility of establishing 
3 to 5 security standards for C1G personnel, dependent upon tne locations of 
offices, etc. The problem was referred to the Security Branch by oecvuxty wtu-y 
No. 12, dated 30 April 1947. On 27 May, a draft approved by Captain Olsen was 
forwarded to the Deputy Director. 
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2 . Effective this date, OCD will cease action on the above studies, enu the 
files pertaining to them in this office will be closed. 
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
